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Italy Terrified by 
Second Earthquake 


Toll of Dead and Injured Increased to over 50,000-- 


More Than 20 Cities and Towns Wrecked. 


PtOME, ITALY, Jan. 14.—Another earthquake of some strength 


Avas felt at 3 o'clock this morning here. 


It created a panic among the already terrified people and thou- 


sands rushed into the streets in their night clothes. 
-So far as is 


known no added damage resulted. 


Death Toll Grows. 


ROME, Jan. 14.—The death t oil of "Wednesday's earthquake, 


which left a trail of unprecedented destruction throughout the pro- 
vinces of Abruz/.i and Potenza, continues to grow. The government 
officially announced that Avex/an o has been completely destroyed 
and the tOAvn of Sora very badly damaged. 


It is belieA'ed that the death list Avill reach 20,000 A\hen all re- 


ports arc in. 


The list of dead, dying and injured has increased from a rela- 


tively small figure to more than 50,000, according to an official an- 
nouncement, and it is expected that this number may groAv before 
the day is over. The full extent of the property loss has not yet 
boon determined. Here in Rome priceless statues, century-old build 
ings and structures that for years have been the mecca of all visit- 
ors, have been destroyed or injur eel. 


Twenty Towns Wrecked. 


More than twenty toAvns and 


villages Avere wrecked or destroy- 
ed by the earthquake. At least 
100,000 people are homeless. 


Efforts to restore 
communica- 


tion AA-ith the province of Potenza 
are being made, and it is feared 
that when the story of the visita- 
tion there is known it will- shoAv 
an enormous casually list. 
The 


center of the earthquake was in 
this province, and unofficial re- 
ports received by messengers sent 
to the nearest open telegraph line 
say that the capital, Potcnza, also 
suffered greatly.

According to Xcwton, a 


wise old quail fleAv out of the 
bain on Sunday Avith a stalk 
of AA'heat in its beak. 
Lead- 


ing into the barn is a wooden 
bridge. The quail stuck the 
loAA-er part 
of the 
bridge. 


Three quail seized it on the 
stalk betAveen tAvo boards on 
this other side and tugged 
away lustly. The stalk was 
stripped clean. XcAA 
rton says 


the quail took turns carrying 
out Avheat and threshing it un- 
til all were 
satisfied: and 


since they have repeated the 
performance daily.
